From me t<me you ocfc up a firearm, you 
become part of a system over which yoy 
have complete control You are the only oart 
of the system that can make a gjn sate - or

You can nelp meet this responsibly by 
onrolhng In hunter safety or shooter safety 
courses, II you have no! already done so. 
You must constancy stress safely when 
handling firearms especial) to children arc 
non-snooisfs.

ALCOHOL, DRUGS AND GUNS DON'T MIX 

I, ALWAYS KEEP THE MUZZLE POINTED IN A 
SAFE DIRECTION 

This is the most dssic safety rule. If 
everyone bandied a f^eam 50 careluiiy that 
the muz^e never poiiteo al something they 
didn't intend tc snoot, there wnuid be virruallj' 
no firearm accidents lis as simple as Rial 
and it's up lo vol 

Never point your gun at anything you do 
nol intend to shoot A sate c^e^on means a 
direction in which a DjHet cannot possibly 
strike anyone, taVing <nto accoui: possible 
ricochets and the feci that ousels cai 
penetrate waits and ceilings. Even when *dry 



firing* with an unloaded gun. you should 
never point the gun at an urLnterded target.

2* FIREARMS SHOULD BE UNLOADED WHEN 
NOT ACTUALLY IN USE 

Firearms snould be loaded only when ytw 
are In the Hold or on me target range or 
shooimg area, ready lo shoot When not tn 
use, lirearms and ammunition should Da 
secured in a sale place, separate 'rem each 
other. It is your responsibly to prevent 
children and ineiperienceo adults from gaining 
access :o lirearms or ammunition A loadeo 
gun has no place m or near a vehicle or 
building. 

Whenever you handle a hrearn or har.o B 
10 someone, always open the action immedi- 
ately, and visually chec* the chamber 
receiver and magazine to be C**ttn they do 
rot contain any ammunition. Never assume a 
gun Is unloaded - check (or yourself 1 Wh*:e in 
the Meld, there *ill be times when common 
sense ana the basic rules ol firearms satety 
will require you 10 unload you' gun for 
maximum safely. When <r doubt, unload your 
gun!

II only takes one cartridge ol 
improper ca'iber or gauge ts Wreck your gun, 
and on y a secorc to cneck each one as you 
load if Be absolutely certain that the 
ammunition you are ustng matches tne 
specilications mat are coma-nea tfthla in* 
gun's insiruction manual and the 
manufacturer's markings on the firearm barrel.

9. DON'T ALTER OR MODIFY YOUR GUN t AND

Firearms are complicated mechanisms, 
which are designed oy experts to lunctton 
properly 'P thetr cnginaJ soraition. Any 
alteration or change (other Than adjust.ng the 
AcciiT'igger *| made lo a h-earm alter 
manufacture can masie the gun dangerous and 
will usually vo!0 any factory warranties. Do 
rot [eopardire you* safety cr me safety ot 
others by altering the (rigger, safety or otner 
mochanism ot any firearm or allowing 
unquahtiec person's to MpA o* modify a gun, 

v our gun M a mec^srvcai device, which 
wilt not last forever and 5 sufiieci to wear 
As such, it requires periodic inspection, 
adjustment and service. 

10. LEARN THE MECHANISM AND HANDLING 
CHARACTERISTICS OF THE FIREARM YOU 
ARE USING 

Not all firearms are trie sarre. Conse- 
quently, never handle any firearm without first 
having thoroughly famii enzea yotrsen with 
tho particular type 0' firearm you are using, 
the safe gun handling rules for loading, 
unloading, carrying arc fondling thai firearm.
